NIAGARA FALLS, July 18.—Charl*» 


dtepheni or BrlHol, r.ng . lost his life 
yesterday morning by going over the 
Horseshoe er Canadian fills of Nlag 
ara. In t. barrel. In in effort to emulate 
the previously successful frit of Anne 
Edson Tiylor and -Bobby" Leach. 


Stephen* retched the Canadian side 


of the river a few days ago and began 
lo study the falls ar.d 
river locality 


with a view ot determining Ihe POM 
bllltles of making a successful trip. 
He viewed th'e river above and below 
tbe falls, and to many expreaaed the 
view that the barrel he had broucht 
along with him would carry him «afely 
through the upper rapids and over the 
biB dip of Ihe Horseshoe. 


Yesterday morning about 8 o'clock 


he and his party gathered on Ihe Cana 
dlan Ride of Ihe upper river about mid- 
way up the shore oppoiite Navy island. 
He crept Into the barrel which was 
equipped with apparatus (o fir* him 
an air supply for about eight hour*. 
The harne.«s was put over hii head and 
he took ihe mouthpiece in his mouth 
before friendi barle him farewell. 


He was confident, and hft showed lit- 


tle or no fear. Others had made the 
trip, why not he?

to Ratify Suffrage 


PROCLAMATION 


ISSUED TODAY 


Chief Executive Says Amend- 


ment Invades Constitution 


of State 


Action Follows Conference 


With Senator Harding at 
Washington 


RUTLAND, 
VI., July ^.--Gov- 


ernor Percival \\'. Clement today 
issued a proclamation refusing to 
call the legislature in special session 
to make possible ratification o£ tho 
federal amendment for woman suf- 
frage. 


The governor's proclamation fol- 


lows a conference which he held at 
Washington recently 
with Senator 


Harding, at which it is understood 
the republican nominee for president 
discussed with him, the possibility 
of having ratification completed b) 
the republican legislature of Ver- 
mont. 


In.giving his reasons for refusing 


again to call a. special session Gov- 
ernor Clement said 
the proposed 


amendment • -clearly 
invades

constitution of Vermont; that the 
present legislature was elected be- 
fore the question'of .'ratifying the 
federal 'amendment had arisen, and 


. that the people of the state have 


had no opportunity to express them- 
selves on the issue; 'The governor 
proposed thai (he.matter be taken 
np by the next legislature, and urged 
that Candidaies for election be re- 
quired to declare themselves on the 
matter.
